It is only twenty years since Chemulpo was opened to foreign trade, and today it possesses imposing-looking shops and a train service which connects it with the capital, Seoul, about twenty-four miles away. 
There is a Japanese, a Chinese, and a Korean quar- 


ter and a general foreign quarter in Chemulpo. -The Japanese is the best situated and the most promising. The number of Japanese is abou ., 6000. while the Europeans number only about 100. In Chemulpo, as In all the ports of Korea which arc open 
to 
foreign 
trade tho-'e is a branch of the Imperi il Korean Maritime Customs, an offshoot. o£ the service which exists in China, under tho administration o McLeavy Brown. The Emperor has lately sanctioned the grunt of 1,000,000 >en from the Customs revenue for the provision 
of aids to'navigation. Thirty-one lighthouses are to be Hull:., the two earliest being placed upon Roze and Round islands, off the entrance to the Han river, upon which Chemulpo stands. The worst point about the port is that the tide runs out some seven or eight 
mllos, making the landing: of troops tuere a difficult matter.

ABE OPPOSED.

City Engineer Turner Is of the opinion 


th;:t the city has no right to move the 
rails on Commerce street from the side 
to the middle of the thoroughfare, owing 
to the peculiar deed by which the street 
was dedicated to the city by E. C. Ses- 
sions. 
The reservations made by Mr. 
SesBions state tha.t the street .is dedicat- 
ed to the city only as a highway and for 
no other purpose. 
The deed explicitly 
slates that Mr. Sessions, his heirs or as- 
signs, shall have the exclusive right, 
without, asking for a franchise, to lay 
railroad tracks. 
A further reservation is 
made that the city shall have no right, 
to name the time or state the kind of 
raiis which shall be used. 
The Oakland Transit Consolidated has 
a strip of fifteen feet on the side of the 
street. 
A State law requires that all 
street railways must be laid as nearly in 
the middle of the street as possible. Mr.

The street Is rendered dangerous to 
vehicles owing to their closeness to the 
curb.

On (nte-rlng the lower rooms it was 
noticed that the air was stale and dead. 
The first school room on the southern 
corner of the building is directly con- 
nected -with the basement. There is a 
sort of a store room into which the in- 
ner door opens, in which is kept old 
bottles, discarded stove 
pipe. 
burlap 
sacks and general unused and cast away 
articles. 
In this recitation room there are twen- 


ty-five desks. The room is very small 
ar.d 
low posted. Access is gained to the 
next roopi through a low doorway.

room is about 16 by 3"0 and there are 
forty-one desks here.

IB scarcely 
room to pass up the middle aisles and 
little room m the side aisles. 
Over- 
head the hot watsr pipes, which heat 
the rooms above, run, and as there is a 
hot air system of heating for the base- 
ment rooms the life of the.air is soon 
killed.

Their case was a peculiar one and at- 


tracted considerable attention- at the 
time of their trial in San Francis- 
co owing to the fact that the principal 
in the case, who was a woman, and for 
whose benefit the perjury was commit- 
ted, was acquitted while her confed- 
erates were convicted. 


Hayes and Noah were Federal pris- 


oner.M and were sent to the County Jail 
here pending the decision of the high- 
er court. The crime was committed at 
Redding, Shasta county where they 
took a false oath in order to help a 
woman passing as Mrs. Mlnntfto secure 
a pension from the government. 


Both women had worked for Mrs. 


Minn's husband during his 
lifetime. 
When he died the woman made an ap- 
plication for a pension, Minn being a 
veteran of the Civil War. In support 
of her claim Hayes and Noah swore 
that she was the widow of Minn. 
It 
was afterwards discovered that while 
passing as his wife and living with him 
as fcuch she had never been legally- 
married to him. While she was tried 
and acquitted, the court holding that 
according to 'the law prior to 1895, gen- 
eral acknowledgement of the marital 
relallons was sufficient to make her 
his wife and she might legally have 
believed herself to be such.
